BISHOP MILLARD

The Bishop is supposed to set a good 
example for the clergy and laity of his 
Diocese. One area in which I did not so 
do in my first year here was that of ecu- 
menical relations. Practically every wak- 
ing moment was taken up with the affairs 
of the Diocese, with many facets of which 
I was, of course, unfamiliar. But last year 
I sought to make up for it, knowing that 
until I showed some signs of inter-church 
involvement I would not be in a good 
position to urge others so to involve themselves. 


Hence I have addressed the Northern California-Nevada 
Council of Churches, given the opening sermon at the 
East Bay Inter-denominational School of Religion, addressed 
the students of the Lutheran Seminary in Berkeley, and the 
Presbyterian Seminary in San Anselmo, participated in a 
colloquium at Pacific School of Religion, addressed the Pacific 
Southwest Synod of the United Lutheran Church, preached at 
Calvary Presbyterian Church, addressed the San Mateo County 
Council of Churches, preached on Reformation Day for the 
San Jose Council of Churches, addressed the Oakland Council 
of Churches, spoken at a dinner in honor of Bishop Lilje of 
Hanover, Germany, and most recently, I gave the charge to 
the Congregation on the occasion of the installation of the new 
pastor of the Piedmont Community Church. 


So I now feel in position to exhort all of you to participate

This past month it has been my good 
fortune to visit Holy Trinity Church, 
Menlo Park, All Saints’ Church, San Le- 
andro, St. John’s Church, Ross, St. Fran- 
cis’ Mission, Novato, St. Anselm’s Mis- 
sion, Lafayette on Easter Day, St. Francis’ 
Church, San Francisco and St. Christo- 
pher’s Mission, San Lorenzo. As well as 
being an Episcopal visitation, each of 
these was for the purpose of Confirma- 
tion which leads me to believe that in 
this area “Confirmation is my business.” At the Clergy Confer- 
ence two weeks ago we had a discussion on Confirmation with 
emphasis upon the preparation of the candidates for the rite. 
No two clergymen or lay leaders are going to prepare a group 
of children or adults in exactly the same way and yet the end 
result is the same, that is, to make the Christian who is seeking 
Confirmation aware of the presence of the Living Christ and 
aid him in establishing a personal relationship with Him; and 
secondly, to prepare the candidate for a mature role as a par- 
ticipating member in Christ's Church. While the preparation 
of the candidate is largely in the hands of the clergy, I have 
come to feel increasingly that the service itself and the atmos- 
phere which surrounds it must be of a nature that will speak of 
the true meanings and vital implication of the act. By the time 
the individual who is to be confirmed has completed the course 
of instruction and taken his place among the members of the

Seven Major Summer Conferences to Highlight 
Department of Esecation’ Expanded 1960

The Department of Education is offer- 
ing an exciting program during 1960 when 
there will be seven major summer confer- 
ences; four for young people and three for 
adults. 

The first of these, June 19-26, is ex- 
pressly for officers of parish youth groups 
or those serving at the diocesan or convo- 
cational level. Under the Rev. B. Jean 
Clark these youth leaders will be given 
training for their many responsibilities 
and will begin to plan some of the impor- 
tant programs for the coming year. At the 
same time some of the plans for the Senior 
Youth Conference at Monte Toyon will be 
worked out. We are hopeful that the newly 
appointed assistant director of the De- 
partment of Education for youth work will 
assume his duties in the Diocese by meet- 
ing our finest young churchmen his first 
week at El Rancho del Obispo. 

The Seventh and Eighth Grade gradu- 
ates gather June 27-July 2 with a fine staff 
under the Rev. John Fredricks, Vicar of 
Pacifica, who was dean of this junior con- 
ference last year. 

On July 3, the Bishops’ Conference, led 
by Bishops Shires and Bishop Millard, will 
provide inspiration, learning, and recrea- 
tion for the faithful group of adults who 
would never miss this week and who will 
be joined by a growing number of new 
enthusiasts. What better way is there to 
know one who has guided the development 
of our Diocese so ably, and his successor? 


From Monday, July 11, through July 16 
the second Parish Leaders’ Institute will be 
conducted under the Rev. Canon Charles 
Guilbert. The first of these in 1959 was a 
great success, and this type of training for 
key diocesan and parish laymen has proved 
of value in numerous dioceses. Clergy are 
also invited to take off their clerical collars 
and share in this opportunity to develop 
new sensitivity to the forces which affect 
the life of all of the groups with which we 
work in the Church. 

While the P.L.I. is in progress at the 
Bishop’s Ranch, a hundred high school stu- 
dents who have completed tenth, eleventh, 
or twelfth grades will be able to pioneer 
the first such conference held in recent 
years in the central part of the Diocese. 
The fine Methodist conference center at 
Monte Toyon, in Aptos, in the Santa Cruz 
mountains has been rented for this week. 
The beautiful redwoods provide a natural 
cathedral for outdoor worship. There are 
two important cautions, however. Dele- 
gates must bring their own bedding and

cool in the mornings; also, they are asked 
warm clothing as the climate is sometimes 
to refrain from picking poison oak, which 
is abundant! But transportation will take 
those attending the conference to the fine 
beach for swimming and recreation. We 
hope to have our largest summer youth 
conference this year from July 10-16 with 
a veteran staff under the Rev. Jean Clark, 
aided by the Rev. Canon Trevor Hoy and 
the new assistant director of education for 
youth, Mr. Kenneth Warren. 

July 17-23 is the Middler Youth Con- 
ference at the Ranch when the Rev. Stuart 
Anderson will return as dean. This will be 
for young people who are graduates of the 
8th and Ith grades. 


The final conference this year is another 
adventure for the Diocese, when we hope 
to bring fifteen families with children over 
six years of age together. Mrs. Mary K. 
Jones, Director of Education for St. Fran- 
cis’ Church, San Francisco, will be respon- 
sible for the special morning study on 
problems confronting our modern fami- 
lies. Children will have classes during this 
period, and there will be organized recrea- 
tion during the afternoon. Because we are 
hopeful that there will be new facilities 
to increase our accommodations for such 
conferences next year, a priority will be 
given to those who apply in 1960 but who 
may not be able to attend this year.

Annual Prayer Book 
Cross Service Scheduled

Commemorating the 381st anniversary 
of the first use of the Book of Common 
Prayer in North America, the annual 
Prayer Book Cross pilgrimage will be held 
at 11:30 a.m. Saturday, June 25, in San 
Francisco's Golden Gate Park. 

A procession, led by the Rev. Gerard P. 
Mundy, vicar of St. Aidan’s Episcopal 
Church, San Francisco, will proceed, chant- 
ing the Litany, from the Main Drive, near 
the 19th Ave. overpass and Stow Lake, to 
the site of the cross. Speaker this year will 
be the Rev. John Spear of St. Columba’s 
Church in Inverness. At the - service's 
close, prayer books will be blessed. 

The colorful, but brief, service, should 
conclude shortly after noon, affording all 
those in attendance an opportunity to pic- 
nic or enjoy a tour of Golden Gate Park's 
facilities. 

The Prayer Book Cross pilgrimage also 
commemorates the date of the first service 
in English held in North America, one 
directed by Rev. Francis Fletcher, chaplain 
of Sir Francis Drake's flag ship, the Golden 
Hinde. The service, on St. John Baptist’s 
Day, June 24, 1579, was held near a site 
now known as Drake’s Bay in Marin 
County, as the Golden Hinde put in here 
On its round-the-world expedition. 


Fletcher's service antedates the histori- 
cal dates of the founding of Plymouth Rock 
and Jamestown colonies in the early 
1620's. 


Cathedral Presented Chalice 
In Bishop Block’s Memory 


A gold and silver chalice, presented “to 
the glory of God and in loving memory of 
Karl Morgan Block, fourth Bishop of Cali- 
fornia,” was presented to the Cathedral and 
blessed by Bishop Pike at the Diocesan 
Altar Guild’s Annual Meeting, May 2, 
1960. 

This memorial chalice is a gift from the 
Diocesan Altar Guild and also represents 
many Altar Guilds throughout the Diocese, 
as well as individual members. 


Saint Michael is represented on the base 
of the chalice, in raised relief. A motif of 
wheat and grapes and small angels further 
decorates the heavy silver base. A node of 
black jade is set into the center portion and 
the cup of gold has a design of silver 
grapes. 

Bishop Block was ordained to the priest- 
hood, and also consecrated Bishop on Saint 
Michael's and All Angels Day, and so had 
a particular devotion to the militant 
archangel.

The Rev. Fred Daglish Is 


St. Luke’s, L. G., Speaker 


The Rev. Fred Daglish, retired rector of 
St. Stephen’s, Gilroy, was the guest speaker 
at the April luncheon meeting of the Epis- 
copal Church Women of St. Luke’s Church, 
Los Gatos. Fr. Daglish spoke on the subject 
“The Vision and the Eclipse,” a discussion 
of Lent as a season of rediscovery. He said 
that Christ's life was one of “descent” from 
Son of God to the mocking title of “King 
of the Jews,” and pointed out that in Chris- 
tianity material success is often “reversed” 
and man’s extremity can be God's oppor- 
tunity.

Social Relations Department Statement Scores 
House Un-American Activities Committee 


In connection with the hearings of the 
House Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee, which began May 12 in San Francisco, 
the Department of Christian Social Rela- 
tions of the Diocese of California reaf- 
firmed its stand taken in August 1959 re- 
garding this Committee. In a prepared 
statement released by the Rev. Fordyce E. 
Eastburn, Chairman of the Department, 
the Department asserted its belief that the 
activities of the Committee do not allow 
for proper safeguards of individual rights, 
with particular attention to the “due proc- 
ess” clause in the United States’ Constitu- 
tion. 

In part, the statement said: “Unjustly 
conducted hearings not only harm the in- 
dividual but also the health of society. Such 
investigations deprive individuals of their 
good name and livelihood without due 


process of law. We are informed that sev- 
eral individuals have lost their livelihood 
due to subpoenas issued last summer, al- 
though the Committee cancelled its San 
Francisco hearings. 

“We urge California Congressmen to 
exert their influence to withdraw the 
mandate of the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee, or at the very least to 
secure cancellation of the Committee's 
hearings scheduled for San Francisco. . . .” 

The Department also in its statement 
commended newspapers in the Bay Area 
for treating news of the Un-American 
Activities Committee’s proceedings in such 
a way as to protect individuals in their 
rights. Several Bay Area newspapers had 
pledged editorially not to reveal the names 
of witnesses who were subpoenaed until 
such time as those witnesses actually ap- 
peared on the stand. 


Groundbreaking Service Held 
At St. Matthew’s, San Ardo 


Service of Groundbreaking was held at 
St. Matthew's Mission at San Ardo on 
Monday in Easter week, with Bishop Pike 
officiating. The service also marked the 
end of the ministry there of the Rev. Samir 
Habiby, who has become assistant to the 
Rector of the Church of the Holy Faith 
in Inglewood. 


The congregation at San Ardo has been 
many months in planning their new build- 
ing, and has faced a number of disap- 
pointments. Plans were completely revised 
at least once but work is at last on the way 
on the combination church-parish hall. 
Completion is expected for the early fall. 
The Bishop's office has not as yet an- 
nounced a successor to Mr. Habiby who 
also served St. Luke’s Church in Jolon.

Dean Darby W. Betts Chosen to Head 


Bishop James A. Pike and the Diocesan 
Council have announced the election of 
the Very Rev. Darby Wood Betts, Dean 
of the Cathedral of St. John, Providence, 
and Director of Community Relations for 
the Diocese of Rhode Island, as Director 
of Social Relations for the Episcopal Di- 
ocese of California. Dean Betts will take 
his new post August 1. 


Bishop Pike also stated that Dean Betts 
will take over responsibilities for Diocesan 
press relations, television and radio, work 
formerly under the direction of Canon 
Richard Byfield. Canon Byfield, who for a 
year and a half has also served as Executive 
Assistant to Bishop Pike, will now expend 
full time in this responsibility. He will, 
however, continue to edit Pacific Church- 
man. 

Dean Betts came to Rhode Island in 
1955 as Director of the Episcopal Chari- 
ties Fund and the Department of Promo- 
tion and Publicity. In November of that 
year he was made Dean of the Cathedral 
of St. John, in addition to his other activi- 
ties. In this capacity he undertook the 
restoration of the Cathedral, which project 
is being completed this June and the re- 
pair of the Parish House. He has had 
charge of press relations, stewardship, and 
radio and TV programs for the Diocese, 
and since September 1959, has been editor 
of the Rhode Island Churchman. 


While in Providence, Dean Betts was 
instrumental in the building of a number 
of apartments for aged persons, under the 
sponsorship of the Episcopal Diocese. He 
has held numerous appointments in the 
civic life of Providence, including mem- 
bership on the Board of Directors of “Citi- 
zens United for a Fair Housing Law in 
Rhode Island.” He also served as Chair- 
man of the Housing Section of the Rhode 
Island Conference on Aging, by appoint- 
ment of the Governor. 


Dean Betts was born in St. Louis, Mo., 
in 1912, and is a graduate of Washington 
and Lee University, and Virginia Theo- 
logical Seminary. He is a member of Sigma 
Chi and Phi Beta Kappa. 


He was ordained to the ministry in 1938 
and has served numerous churches in the 
East, including the Cathedral Church of 
St. John the Divine in New York City, 
where he served as Canon and Director of 
Community Relations on the staff of the 
then Dean, James A. Pike. He was married 
in 1951 to the former Elaine Joyce Wis- 
wall of Loudanville, N.Y., and the couple 
has three children. 


His official positions include: Official 
consultant on the architecture of the Pro-

guished educators and clergy. 


ECW to Gather 
Subs For ‘Episcopalian’ 


The Episcopalian Churchwomen of the 
Diocese of California will take the lead in 


bringing about wider distribution of the 


new national Church publication “The 
Episcopalian.” The decision was made at a 
meeting on March 30 between officers of 
the E.C.W. and Bishop Pike. 

Part of the support plan for the new 
magazine, which will serve all the people 
of the Church, lies in the devising of a 
team plan, with one man and one woman 
acting as a subscription agency in each 
Parish. E.C.W. officers in the Parishes and 
Missions will take charge of procuring 
these teams. 

First issue of “The Episcopalian” ar- 
rived in the homes of subscribers in the 
middle of April. Strongly reminiscent of 
the old “Forth” magazine which it re- 
placed, “The Episcopalian” nonetheless has 
a striking new format and is far broader 
in its scope. 

Editor of the new magazine is Henry 
McCorkle, former editor of “Presbyterian 
Life,” and an Episcopal layman. 

Editor McCorkle has announced the ap- 
pointment of Mrs. Elizabeth Bussing, 350 
Arballo Drive, San Francisco 27, as Con- 
tributing Editor for Province VIII. Mrs. 
Bussing is also editor of “The Cathedral 
News” and a frequent contributor to “Pa- 
cific Churchman.”

Church Flag Recommended 


For Funeral Pall Use 
(From CHURCHWAYS) 

In many Episcopal churches it is cus- 
tomary to drape the casket with a pall, 
which is a covering usually purple, with a 
cross embroidered on it, symbolizing that 
God is no respecter of persons. The parish 
on Martha's Vineyard, Massachusetts, owns 
and uses two different palls. One is a purple 
pall as described above, and the other is a 
large Episcopal Church flag 6 x 10 feet. 

At the service of baptism we pray that 
“This child .. . may manfully fight under 
his banner .. . and continue Christ's faith- 
ful soldier and servant unto his life’s end.” 
Consequently the flag is placed on the cas- 
ket in exactly the same spirit and in the 
same manner as when the American flag 
is used at the funeral of a service man, and 
with the field over the left shoulder. 

The Chronicle, a publication of the 
Parish on Martha's Vineyard, states that the 
Episcopal Church flag is an especially ap- 
propriate pall for use at the funeral of any- 
one who has been received into this branch 
of Christ’s Church through the particular 
words of Holy Baptism above. 
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Fr. Golder Is Speaker 
At Alcoholism Meets 


The Rev. James T. Golder, Rector of the 
Church of the Advent, San Francisco, and 
one of the recognized authorities in the 
United States on the subject of Alcoholism, 
took part in two Conferences on his sub- 
ject during late April and early May. 

On April 26, Fr. Golder flew to Seat- 
tle, where he took part in a one-day Con- 
ference sponsored by the Seattle Commit- 
tee on Alcoholism, which took the form 
of a Training Workshop on Alcoholism 
for the Clergymen of the area.

‘Canon Willy Kip’

Seventy-two years ago this month—it 
was was June, 1888—a tall young man 
received his degree as Bachelor of Arts at 
the University of California. 


The “Blue and Gold,” the university's 
annual class book, listed his vital statistics: 
name, William Ingraham Kip, III; age, 21 
years 5 months; height, 6 feet 2! inches; 
weight, 175 pounds. 


Then followed prophecy: “Chosen Oc- 
cupation—Minister’; “Probable Occupa- 
tion—Bishop.” 

The first prediction was correct. Wil- 
liam Ingraham Kip, III became a priest of 
the Episcopal Church. But his tragic death 
a decade after his ordination cut short any 
chance he might have had of becoming a 
member of the Episcopate. 


To turn back the clock by several dec- 
ades, when the Rev. Dr. William Ingra- 
ham Kip, rector of St. Paul’s Church, 
Albany, New York, was elected first 
Bishop of California in October, 1853, he 
had two sons, Lawrence, then a cadet at 
West Point, and William Ingraham, Jr., 
known to the family as “Willy.” 

“Willy” Kip accompanied his parents 
on that perilous forty-day journey to Cali- 
fornia, and afterwards was a companion of 
his father’s in many of the Bishop’s trips 
throughout the huge Diocese, including 
that first famous trip to Los Angeles, and 
then across mountains and deserts through 
the San Joaquin in 1855. 


Some time after this, young “Willy” Kip 
returned to the East and entered Yale— 
his father’s alma mater—where he had a 
distinguished scholastic career, having 
been elected to the junior and senior honor 
societies, Delta Kappa Epsilon and Scroll 
and Key. 

After completing graduate work and 
taking the degree of Master of Arts, he 
entered the United States Diplomatic 
Service, serving first with the Legation to 
Japan ,and then to Europe. 

While there he met Elizabeth Clemen- 
tine Kinney, daughter of the Hon. Wil- 
liam B. Kinney, United States Minister to 
the Court of Tuscany. Although the Civil 
War was then raging, Bishop Kip man- 
aged to make the long and dangerous trip 
from California to Europe, and on Feb- 
ruary 28, 1865, in the English Chapel of 
Trinity at Nice, France, he united his son 
and Miss Kinney in marriage. The cere- 
mony was performed in France, as in those 
days there were no Protestant churches 


allowed in Italy . 


Four children were born of this mar- 
riage, the oldest, William Ingraham Kip, 
Ill, born in San Francisco January 13, 
1867. Following Mr. Kip’s retirement 
from the diplomatic service, the family 
lived in Berkeley. 


The third—and last—to bear the name 
of William Ingraham Kip was the first to 
break with family tradition. Although his 
grandfather and father were graduates of 
Yale, he determined he would attend the 
very new university in Berkeley, only a 
short distance from the family home. 


Enrolling in 1884 he proceeded to make 
a remarkable campus career, active in 
every phase of campus life. Although his 
father had been a member of Delta Kappa 
Epsilon, he elected to become a member 
of Beta Theta Pi, and was active in almost 
every campus organization. He was a 
member of Pi Delta Lambda honorary 
society; vice president of the Durant 
Rhetorical Society; associate editor of The 
Berkeleyan (student newspaper); mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the Stu- 
dents’ Co-operative Association; treasurer 
of the Associated Students; secretary-treas- 
urer of the Longfellow Memorial Associa- 
tion; as well as holding office in each 
class year. 


Outstanding in his studies, young Kip 
was selected in his senior year to give the 
Latin Salutory on Behalf of the Students 
at the Charter Day exercises that marked 
the inauguration of Dr. Horace Davis as 
President of the University. 


But his activities were not confined to 
these alone. He made an outstanding rec- 
ord in athletics, being a member of the 
varsity baseball and track teams for four 
years. In addition he played football on 
his class and fraternity teams. 


As if this were not enough, he was 
active in the University Cadet Corps, and 
in his senior year was Captain of Com- 
pany “B,” which became the “Color Com- 
pany’ that year. 


Although neither his father nor his un- 
cle had followed in their father’s footsteps, 
young Kip determined to enter the 
Church, and following his graduation he 
enrolled in General Theological Seminary, 
New York, where Bishop Kip had grad- 
uated. 

Taking his degree of B.D. in 1892, he 
returned to San Francisco, where he was 
ordained in old Grace Church on July 7, 
1892. 


This service of ordination was one of 


the last public appearances of the ven- 
erable first Bishop of California. Then in 
his 8lst year, Bishop Kip was almost 
blind. So much so, that as his grandson 
and namesake knelt before him for ordi- 
nation, it was necessary for Bishop Nichols 
to guide his hands to the head of the 
kneeling ordinand. 


To digress for a moment, as far back 
as 1867 Bishop Kip had stressed “the 
necessity for a training school for our 
candidates for Orders,” and this had re- 
sulted in the establishment of a Divinity 
School at Benecia by Dr. Breck in 1868. 
But this school was short lived, and closed 
its doors two years later. 


When Dr. Nichols was consecrated As- 
sistant Bishop of the Diocese in 1890, 
one of his dreams was establishment of 
a Divinity School. And this dream was 
realized when, in 1892, the late George 
Gibbs offered to the Diocese a four-acre 
tract at San Mateo, former site of the 
Armitage Boys Orphanage, for the pro- 
posed Divinity School. 

That same year, at the General Conven- 
tion in Baltimore, one of the Church's 
most distinguished laymen, J. Pierpont 
Morgan, offered a substantial gift to en- 
dow a professorship. 


With a site—and with some money— 
the original plan of Bishop Kip, enhanced 
by the added impetus of Bishop Nichols, 
was about to become reality. 


In the fall of 1893, on St. Luke's Day, 
a few months after Bishop Kip had laid 
down his earthly labors, the Church Divin- 
ity School of the Pacic opened its doors 
at San Mateo. Bishop Nichols was dean, 
and the other two faculty members were 
the late beloved Dr. James Otis Lincoln, 
and the recently ordained Rev. William 
Ingraham Kip, IIL. 


But the young cleric wanted more than 
a quiet, scholastic life. He yearned “to 
serve the needy and unfortunate of every 
race, nationality and creed.” 


And so the following year, in 1894, the 
Diocese of California embarked on its first 
experiment in community welfare, with 
the establishment of the Good Samaritan 
Mission, under the direction of young 
Canon Kip. 

The work started slowly. At first a small 
building was rented near Second and Mis- 
sion Streets, just enough room for a small 
chapel, a reading room and a place where 
relief might be distributed. 

But the field was fertile, and the work

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LIVE to LEARN... 


A column devoted to the 
task of education

In a previous column it was suggested 
that one of the problems in our effort to 
minister more effectively to our youth is 
our failure to enter seriously into conver- 
sation with them. It is equally true that we 
are reluctant to affirm our religious convic- 
tions with many of those most near and 
dear to us, or to our friends within the 
Christian community. Little wonder is it 
that we rarely enter into an extended dia- 
logue with those who may be indifferent 
or even hostile to the Gospel. 

Perhaps then we should begin with our 
teachers, making sure that those charged 
with this responsibility are sharing their 
doubts, their faith, their difficulties and 
their achievements. Our new curriculum 
has recognized this need, by recommend- 
ing that there be a teaching team in every 
class. Now at least the teacher has another 
person who is willing to share in the task, 
and with whom he can discuss what has 
happened during the previous session. 
Basically, it is the observer’s role to provide 
essential data about the class and point 
to the needs or questions which have been 
expressed—either verbally or by behavior. 

There is probably no better beginning 
for a parish which may wish to move to- 
wards fulfilling the basic requirements of 
an effective curriculum than to assign two 
teachers in each classroom. Even though 
some of the skills of observation are not 
immediately acquired there are some im- 
mediate good results. Disciplinary prob- 
lems are minimized when there are two 
adults present; preparation is more likely 
to be made by teachers who know that they 
will be observed and that their observer 
can help them; also continuity from week 
to week is assured should one of the teach- 
ers be absent. Finally, there is no better 
means to encourage those who have never 
taught to discover how exciting this min- 
istry to our young people can be. A parish 
which has challenged as many as 25 of 
its members to serve a Church School hav- 
ing an enrollment of 100 children will 
never lack leadership when the mobility 
of our population takes its inevitable toll. 

But while means of training these teach- 
ing teams, such as the Parish Life Con- 
ference, or the Teacher Training Guide 
have been developed, it has been evident 
that too often rectors or directors of edu- 
cation have neglected personal conferences 
with their teachers. There is much assist- 
ance which our teachers may require which 
cannot be provided in the course of gen- 
eral training meetings, however well con- 
ducted. Particularly during the first weeks 


of the school year or whenever new teach- 
ers are assigned, there is no substitute for 
personal consultation. 

The National Council's department of 
Christian education has worked out a train- 
ing workshop for those who may wish to 
undertake consultation with their teachers, 
and our diocesan department will sched- 
ule this six-hour session should there be 
sufficient interest. It may be argued that 
few of our busy clergy can afford the time 
to familiarize themselves with manuals 
and procedures to attempt a regular hour- 
long conference with a teacher. Yet we 
find many more hours to counsel with 
parishioners who have made no such sac- 
rifice of their time and talents as we have 
required of our teachers. It may be neces- 
sary for us to take more seriously the ur- 
gent needs of some of our most faithful 
communicants who are crying for support 
so that they may perform one of the most 
creative functions in our congregations. 
Dare we who are clergy say we are indif- 
ferent to this need? What is there that we 
are doing which is more important than 
helping, in as direct a way as possible, those 
whom we have appointed to convey the 
Gospel to our youth? 


Deaconess Saunders Feted 
On Anniversary Date 

Deaconess Mary Louise Saunders was 
honored at St. Mark’s Church, Berkeley, 
on May 8th upon the 40th anniversary of 
her setting apart as a Deaconess. Deacon- 
ess Saunders spent her full Ministry in the 
East Bay Parish, having retired im 1952. 

The Deaconess was one of the first two 
graduates of the Deaconess Training 
School of the Pacific, now St. Margaret's 
House. Faculty members of St. Margaret's 
House took part in the processional at the 
Service. Lessons were read by the Rev. 
Harold H. Kelly, D.D., and by Dean Gram- 
mar of St. Margaret's House, while the 
Rev. Walter Williams, D.D., Rector of St. 
Mark’s, preached. 

A native of Suisun, California, Deacon- 
ess Saunders graduated from high school 
at Fairfield and from San Francisco State 
Teachers’ College in 1915. Following her 
graduation from St. Margaret’s House, she 
was set apart by Bishop Edward Lambe 
Parsons in 1920, and served as Director of 
Religious Education at St. Mark's from 
then until 1934.

REV. EDWARD WINCKLEY IS CONDUCTOR 


Three Healing Missions were held by 
the Rev. Edward Winckley in the Diocese 
of California during the month of April. 
Beginning shortly after Easter, the Rev. 
Mr. Winckley held Missions at St. Mary's 
Church, Pacific Grove; St. James’ Church, 
San Francisco, and St. Patrick’s Church in 
El Cerrito. According to the Rectors of 
the three Churches, a great amount of in- 
terest was awakened in their respective 
communities by the Missions and much 
was accomplished toward bringing to the 
Congregations a fuller understanding of 
the Healing Ministry of the Church. 

The Rev. Edward Winckley, then a busi- 
ness man, found his vocation in the Heal- 
ing Ministry of the Church after his own 
healing through the ministrations of the 
Rev. John Maillard at his Milton Abbey 
Home of Divine Healing. First joining 
the Staff of Milton Abbey, and later work- 
ing as a lay reader in the East End of Lon- 
don, Mr. Winckley finally sought Ordina- 
tion in the Church of England and was 
ordained by the late Archbishop Temple. 
He then went to Africa, where he served

as Chaplain of the South African Railway 
Mission with six European and five non- 
European churches under his charge. 

Since 1944 he has devoted his full time 
to the Church’s Ministry of Healing, hav- 
ing established Kearsney Healing Home 
at Natal as weil as Ekuphilisweni, the first 
Missionary Home of Divine Healing for 
Africans. At the present time, four such 
Homes are in operation in South Africa, 
all under Mr. Winckley’s auspices, and the 
first Home, Kearsney, is now the largest 
healing community in the world. 

Mr. Winckley has preached and held 
Missions in most of the Cathedrals and 
Parish Churches in South Africa. The pres- 
ent tour of Healing Missions in the United 
States is his second. His concern is to re- 
cover a relationship between the Ministry 
of the Word and the Ministry of Healing. 
Last September he was headline speaker of 
the International Conference on Spiritual 
Healing held in St. Stephen's Church, 
Philadelphia, under the auspices of the 
Order of St. Luke the Physician, in which 
he serves as Associate Warden. 


Salinas Presbytery Begins 
Castroville Church School 


Under the sponsorship of the Salinas 
Presbytery, church school services have 
been held in Castroville, a small commun- 
ity near Watsonville, with Mr. Ronald 
Howe of St. George’s Mission, Alisal, as lay 
reader in charge. Superintendent of the 
church school is Mrs. Ruby Lawson, and 
services are held in the Lawson home. The 
church school now has an enrollment of 
14 and has been meeting regularly since 
September. Plans are now afoot to find a 
larger meeting place in order to begin 
weekely services for adult Episcopalians. 


New Women Workers 
To Be Interviewed 


A beginning attempt at professional 
standardization in the field of women 
workers for the Episcopal Church was 
taken by the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese of California at its March meet- 
ing. According to Chairman Walter Wil- 
liams, the Standing Committee moved to 
advise the Bishop that women entering 
professional church work for the first time 
in the Diocese of California be received 
by the Bishop with the advice and consent 
of the Standing Committee which will 
undertake the responsibility of interview. 
This would make the procedure roughly 
parallel to that followed by a young man 
seeking ordination, although of course, no 
such ordination would be involved. The 
Standing Committee also recommended 
that, in the case of women workers com- 
ing from other diocese, the women be re- 
quired to submit a commendatory letter 
from the Bishop of the jurisdiction in 
which she has been working. 


Members of the Standing Committee 
spoke of the desirability of extending these 
provisions to apply to the National Church 
and suggested that the matter be brought 
before the next General Convention of the 
Episcopal Church in 1961. 


St. Paul’s, San Rafael 


Institutes Zoning System 


St. Paul’s Church, San Rafael, has been 
“zoned” into neighborhood groups by the 
parish committee on Evangelism in order 
to acquaint the new Rector of the parish 
with his people and to give the people an 
Opportunity to get to know each other. 


To date some 23 neighborhood groups 
have met to discuss the parish and its pro- 
gram. The same groupings will be used in 
the future for study, fellowship, and wor- 
ship. 
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SYNOD GOES ON RECORD 


AGAINST DEATH PENALTY 

The Synod of the Province of the Pa- 
cific, meeting at Los Angeles May 3, 4, and 
5, voiced its opposition to the death pen- 
alty and called upon the legislatures of the 
western states to aid in its abolishment. 
The motion was presented to Synod by a 
large group of delegates from the various 
Dioceses, and Missionary Districts and was 
passed with small opposition. The motion 
read: 

“WHEREAS the death penalty 
demonstrably fails to deter capital 
crime, to rehabilitate the criminal, 
or to protect society, and 


“WHEREAS the taking of life 
by the State fails to take into ac- 
count the Christian Doctrine of 
Redemption, and 

“WHEREAS the Synod of the 
Province of the Pacific meeting at 
Phoenix, Arizona, expressed its 
opposition to the death penalty, 
now 

“THEREFORE, be it resolved 
that this 41st Synod of the Prov- 
ince of the Pacific reiterates the 
stand taken by it previously and 
the stand of the General Conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of 
America in 1958 and calls upon the 
legislators of our several States to 
abolish the death penalty and to 
enact legislation aimed at the re- 
habilitation of the offender.” 

Similar action was also taken recently in 
the Missionary District of Spokane, where 
the resolution was introduced by the Rev. 


Lester Kinsolving, formerly of the Diocese 
of California. 


Canon Kellogg Becomes 


First Dominican Bishop 


The Rev. Canon Paul A. Kellogg was 
consecrated first Bishop of the Missionary 
District of the Dominican Republic on 
March 9 at the Cathedral of St. John the 
Baptist, Santurce, Puerto Rico. The Presid- 
ing Bishop of the Episcopal Church was 
consecrator with the Rt .Rev. Charles A. 
Voegeli, Bishop of Puerto Rico, as co- 
consecrators. 

Canon Kellogg, a graduate of General 
Theological Seminary, had formerly served 
Churches in New York State and Dela- 
ware. He is the composer of several hymn 
tunes, is married and has two children.

The Interparish Council was founded 
in 1956 by some of the many active Young 
Adult Clubs in the Bay Area to organize 
joint worship, study and recreational ac- 
tivities, and to provide an opportunity 
for those from parishes without a Young 
Adult Club to join in such activities.

He advises Bishop Pike that the 
Diocese can have as many as twelve ac- 
credited visitors for the Assembly Meet- 
ings, and the Bishop has requested the 
Rev. Oscar F. Green, the Chairman of our 
Diocesan Commission on Ecumenical Re- 
lations to act as recruiter of these accred- 
ited visitors.

Raises Tuition Fee 


Because of a growing enrollment and 
rising operation costs, Saint Margaret's 
House, Episcopal graduate school for 
women in Christian Education, is increas- 
ing its charges to students.

Charges are itemized in the 1960-61 cata- 
log. 

The school, located at 1820 Scenic Ave- 
nue, Berkeley, Calif., offers a two-year 
course of study for college graduates lead-

an alternate two-year course is offered to 
more mature women not having a degree. 


In announcing the rise in charges, Dean 
Katharine A. Grammer said, “Our costs 
have been climbing over the past few 
years, but in order to keep charges low, 
Saint Margaret's has been supplying a 
‘hidden scholarship’ of $800 to $1000 for 
each student. We can no longer do this and 
also finance the needs for a better library 
and a larger faculty. 


“Although Saint Margaret's charges are 
not high for graduate study, many students, 
having already financed a college educa- 
tion, cannot pay the full price themselves 
and Saint Margaret's will continue to sup- 
ply a small ‘hidden scholarship’. But we 
are making this announcement with the 
hope that groups and individuals award- 
ing scholarships will note the need for 
more aid. both to the students and to the 
school.” 


Saint Margaret's announced a record en- 
rollment last year and is now contemplat- 
ing an expansion to meet the Church's 
need for professionally trained women 
workers. There are at least a dozen requests 
for each woman graduate, Dean Grammer 
pointed out. 


“Indications are that we will have a wait- 
ing list of applicants over the next few 
years,” she said. This year there is a student 
in Saint Margaret's from every province of 
the Church.

To the Editor: Sir, 


I raise a question as to the propriety of 
the action of the chairman of the Diocesan 
Department of Social Relations in releas- 
ing to the public press a statement which, 
by implication at least, represented that 
the Diocese of California had taken a po- 
sition with regard to the Un-American 


© Activities Committee of the United States 


Congress. 

May I state that I personally have at 
times been most critical of certain of the 
policies and programs of the House Com- 
mittee. My position before our vestry, and 
in this letter, has absolutely no concern 


with what that committee is, may be, or 
should be. 


Simply stated, I believe that the Rev- 
erend Fordyce Eastburn has most improp- 
erly taken advantage of his clerical posi- 
tion, in contrariety to the policy and law 
of our Church, to purposely and deliber- 
ately misrepresent that our Diocese, as 
such, has endorsed a position which, at 
most, is merely the position of the rela- 
tively insignificant committee which for 
the moment he heads. The inevitable effect 
of that misrepresentation was to excuse 
the abuse of the name of our Diocese by 
adherents of the cause against the Com- 
mittee in advertising material circulated 
from most questionable sources. 


I have read the release offered to the 
press. No doubt by now my Right Rever- 
end Bishop is himself acquainted with that 
statement. In my own humble opinion, 
the phrasing of the release can only be ex- 
plained upon one of two bases; either the 
author was: 1) deliberately and intention- 
ally dishonest, or 2) abysmally stupid. I 
do not charge the Reverend Fordyce East- 
burn with abysmal stupidity. 


As a lawyer who is reasonably informed, 
if mot educated in the canonical law and 
tradition of his Church, I believe that no 
responsible person has the right to repre- 
sent that either our Diocese or the great 
branch of the Holy Church to which we 
belong endorses or supports any position 
of broad, non-liturgical interest, unless by 


parts of the United States gathered to 
honor one of the outstanding Negro Priests 
of the Church, who serves as Executive 
Secretary of the Division of Racial Mi- 
norities on the National Council of the 
Church. High point of the evening came 
with the presentation of a scroll in recog- 
nition of his distinguished career, the scroll 
signed by the Rt.

authority of a convention or convocation. 


The within issue has not been presented 
before a duly constituted convocation of 
this Diocese. 


So that the opinions above set forth may 
not be misconstrued, let me say that while 
I personally cannot subscribe to the posi- 
tion of my Bishop as regards capital pun- 
ishment, I do most readily accept the prin- 
ciples as set forth in his statement on that 
subject which appeared in the Pacific 
Churchman \ast month. They are well rea- 
soned, appear to be correct from a legalistic 
approach, and most properly commend the 
position set forth to the searching and 
prayerful study of all readers. 


As I see it, the historical and present 
strength of our particular Faith and Church 
rests upon catholicity and freedom. The 
principle of freedom does not justify the 
license taken in the present case. Irrespon- 
sibility on the part of the clergy pledged 
to maintain that Faith and Church cannot 
be excused and must be forthrightly and 
publicly condemned. 


I believe that the Reverend Eastburn 
owes the members of this Diocese a pub- 
lic apology for his unwarranted and canon- 
ically indefensible misuse of our corporate 
name and reputation, and that such apol- 
ogy should be disseminated to the public 
press, as well as through ecclesiastical 
channels.

The Junior Choir of St. Paul’s Church, 
San Rafael, together with the parish chap- 
ter of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 
sponsored a Palm Sunday afternoon service 
at the Lucas Valley Hospital, a Marin 
County institution. The Brotherhood has 
held regular monthly services at the hos- 
pital for a period of two and a half years.

of the Mission expanded rapidly. Before 
long there was a Sunday School with 
more than 200 children enrolled, a vested 
choir of men and boys. Soon a lot was 
purchased across the street, and a new 
modern plant erected. 

For the next few years Canon Kip 
drove himself too hard. His was devoted 
self-sacrifice. And in 1901 he was stricken 
was a lingering illness. The great frame 
that had hurled the shot to a new univer- 
sity record, who had smashed into the 
line in football’s era of the “flying wedge” 
was laid low. He was forced to resign 
from the work he loved, and waged a 
gallant and long but losing fight against 
the malady. 

On October 1, 1902, a few weeks short 
of his 35th birthday, he passed on to his 
eternal reward. He was buried in Iona 
Churchyard beside his grandfather and 
grandmother, beneath the towering Ionic 
Cross that marks the resting place of 
Bishop and Mrs. Kip. It was not until 15 
years later in 1918 that his father, William 
Ingraham Kip, Jr., was placed to rest there, 
and two years later, in 1920, his mother 
was buried in the family plot. 


The great earthquake and fire of 1906 
brought an end to the work started by 
Canon Kip. The Second Street chapel 
went up in flames. But the ashes had 
scarcely cooled than a temporary building 
was thrown up and services continued. 

But the disaster brought a shifting of 
population and interests, so five years later, 
in 1911, the Good Samaritan Mission was 
moved to the Potrero District. 


However, the Second Street property 
was retained, and three years later a beau- 
tiful new chapel was erected there and 
named the Canon Kip Memorial Mission, 
dedicated to carry on the work he had so 
nobly started. 

In 1932, just 30 years after Canon Kip 
died, the mission made another move, this 
time to Eighth and Natoma Streets. And 
there it stands today, Canon Kip Commu- 
nity House, a living memorial to the Rev. 
William Ingraham Kip, I1]—Canon Kip 
—grandson and namesake of our pioneer 
Bishop. 


African Church Attacks 
Anglican Position 


The Executive Committee of the Dutch 
Reformed Church of Transvaal, Union of 
South Africa has protested to the World 
Council of Churches, Geneva, Switzerland, 
concerning recent actions of the Anglican 
Church of South Africa. 


The statement from the Transvaal 
Church, one of three Dutch Reformed 
Churches in South Africa belonging to the 
Council, refers to Anglican Archbishop 
Joost de Blank’s public call for exclusion 
of the Dutch Reformed Churches from the 
Council. The Anglican prelate sent a rep- 
resentative to Geneva in April to ask the 
World Council to send a commission of 
inquiry to South Africa “to investigate the 
underlying causes of the present outbreak 
and disturbances from a Christian point 
of view.” 


Dr. Robert S. Bilheimer, associate gen- 
eral secretary of the Council, a Presbyter- 
ian minister from the United States, is in 
the Union of South Africa now to confer 
with leaders of the Council's eight mem- 
ber churches there. The decision to send a 
staff member to discover what the churches 
could do together to promote a just solu- 
tion and reconciliation was made before 
the appeals from either the Anglican or 
Dutch Reformed Church was received. 


CANON LIEF PREACHES

Guest preacher at the Church of St. John 
the Evangelist in San Francisco’s Mission 
District on Sunday, May 1, was the Rev. 
Canon Richard Lief, Director of the Epis- 
copal City Mission Society of Los Angeles. 
Canon Lief is known for his accomplish- 
ments as a priest and pioneer in the 
Church's work in the field of social service. 
Holding a Master’s Degree in social work, 
he recently was also awarded the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity by the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific. He has also been a 
leader in the revival of the Church’s inter- 
est in Spiritual Healing. Rector of the 
Church of St. John is the Rev. Ralph 
Bonacker.

‘College Work Friends’ 
Meet In Berkeley 


College Work Division of the Diocese 
of California sponsored a “friends of col- 
lege work dinner” on May 2 at St. Mark’s 
Church, Berkeley. The dinner was attended 
by more than 100 who heard speakers tell 
of the work which the Church is currently 
doing on the Campus, and of the work 
which yet needs to be done. 

The Rev. John Wyatt, chairman of the 
division, introduced the guests and spoke 
of the importance of broadening support 
of the college ministry. Bishop and Mrs. 
Pike and Bishop and Mrs. Millard were 
in attendance, and Bishop Pike described 
the history of the work on the Campus 
making special note of the early contribu- 
tions made by St. Margaret’s Parish in 
Berkeley and the Church Society for Col- 
lege Work. The 25th Anniversary of the 
founding of the latter society was also 
noted. The Church Society is presently 
staffing the Chaplaincy to graduate stu- 
dents, held by the Rev. Dr. Shunji Nishi. 

The Rev. Dr. Robert Rodenmayer of 
the Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
Faculty presented a helpful view of the 
changing student culture. He has suggested 
that this was an age when those who had 
been a subject people would rise to obtain 
their freedom and when the issues of seg- 
regation would be dominant. He quoted 
from contemporary literature to document 
his presentation. 


College Work Sunday 
Observed In Diocese 


Sunday, May 1, was observed as the 25th 
Anniversary of the Church Society of Col- 
lege Work in churches throughout the 
Diocese of California and the United 
States. The observance was at the request 
of the Presiding Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, the Rt. Rev. Arthur 
Lichtenberger. 

Beginning as a pioneer missionary ven- 
ture on the college campus in 1935, the 
Church Society has, during its history, en- 
couraged and supported more than half 
of the Chaplaincies in the Colleges and 
Universities in the United States. It is now 
a cooperating agency of the Division of 
College Work of the Episcopal Church's 
National Council and is called the “Re- 
search and Development” arm of the Epis- 
copal Church on the Campus. Through 
scholarships, summer schools and confer- 
ences, specialized Chaplaincies, and 
through a prayful concern, the Church So- 
ciety for College Work seeks to open roads 
and develop the techniques for the large- 
scale work of the official church agencies. 

Special collections for the work of the 
Church Society were taken in many of the 
churches of the Diocese. In speaking of 
the May 1 observance, Bishop James A. 
Pike remarked that, to date, the Diocese 
of California is very much the Society's 
debtor in terms of the work which it has 
fostered within the Diocese.

Ken. Warren Named 
New Youth Head 


J. Kenneth Warren of Palos Verdes has 
been appointed Assistant Director of Edu- 
cation (for Youth) according to an an- 
nouncement made by Bishop Pike’s office. 
The new director is an Episcopal Layman 
who has been serving as Director of Edu- 
cation and youth work in the Neighbor- 
hood Church in Palos Verdes. Previously 
he had served in a Congregational Church 
in Wisconsin, and had received seminary 
training at McCormick Seminary in Chi- 
cago. 

The new post was created by action of 
the Episcopal Church Women at their an- 
nual meeting, who voted to support this 
work by providing a salary for such a per- 
son, after the salary item was rejected by 
convention in January. 

The Department of Education under 
the direction of Canon Trevor Hoy has 
spent the past three months making an in- 
tensive survey, both to set up the new office 
and to staff it. Canon Hoy declared that the 
most important function of the Assistant 
Director would be that of leadership train- 
ing for young people and their advisors. 
He will also have oversight of the unit of 
camps and conferences and wiil develop a 
camping program. 

In Palos Verdes under Mr. Warren’s 
leadership the Neighborhood Church has 
developed a program for 250 teenagers 
which continues throughout the week. 
In the summer months he has taken a bus 
Caravan across the country to Minnesota 
for camping and canoing, using this op- 
portunity to provide serious study, discus- 
sion and worship to the end of deepening 
the commitment of the young people to 
the Church. Mr. Warren is presently a can- 
didate for Orders in the Episcopal Church, 
but will be serving in a lay capacity in his 
present post. His first major assignment 
will be sharing in the leadership of the 
Conference of Youth Officers at the Bish- 
op’s Ranch June 19 and also in directing 
the large high school conference at Monte 
Toyon. During this period he will become 
familiar with the Diocesan Program and 
take over its direction from the Rev. B. 
Jean Clark, who has served in this post for 
several years on a volunteer basis. It is an- 
ticipated, according to Canon Hoy, that the 
Youth Section of the Parish Education Di- 
vision will be reorganized and strength- 
ened to work more effectively with the new 
executive. Mr. Warren will have his office 
in the Department of Education on the 3rd 
floor of Cathedral House. He, Mrs. War- 
ren, and their three children expect to be 
in residence in the Bay area by July.

(Continued from inside cover) 
more effectively in inter-church activities. 

Why should we? For three reasons: 

1. There are many things we can do bet- 
ter together than separately. 

2. As each of our Churches represents a 
small minority in the area or in any com- 
munity, we can together make a stronger 
witness to the community. 

3. Involvement on the local level makes 
a distinct contribution to the aim of 
Church Unity. 

A word about the last point: I value 
“summit conferences” between commit- 
tees of various Communions looking to- 
ward eventual unity; this type of careful 
exploration of theology and polity is very 
important. But all this will come to naught 
without the experience on the local level 
of dealing one with another—and the re- 
sulting peace and the thirst for Church 
unity. 

I have heard some clergy say cynically 
that even a Council of Churches “doesn’t 
accomplish anything.” This well may be 
the case in some localities. But then ail the 
more reason why our people should be- 
come active in the Council and help it to 
accomplish something. When we do show 
an active interest we are very well received 
(1 suppose largely because of the surprise 
that we are participating—the Episcopal 
Church having a rather bad record in this 
regard in many areas). Our representatives 
are generally given responsibility if they 
will accept it. Our participation generally 
breeds much more good will and expressed 
appreciation than we really deserve. 

But I urge participation not only because 
of the contribution we can make; we have 
much to learn from representatives of other 
Churches, not only in terms of their sincere 
Christian witness, but in terms of quite 
practical things; often they do their jobs 
better than we do, and association with 
representatives of other Churches, at least, 
provides a reminder of our relative weak- 
ness in commitment as expressed by mis- 
sionary endeavor, tithing, etc. This is one 
way God’s judgment can reach us. 

Ecumenical Relations will be in the

He will do the 
staff work for our Division of Eumenical 
Relations and I know that he and the Di- 
vision are going to give us leadership in 
pressing all our parishes and missions to 
take this matter of inter-church relations 
more seriously and in strengthening our 
existing participation in the Northern 
California-Nevada Council of Churches 
and its various divisions of witness and 
work. Meanwhile, I hope that any parish 
or mission which has remained “non-org” 
in its particular community wiil seriously 
reflect on the matter and that those 
Churches whose affiliation is purely nomi- 
nal will seek to make it more vivid. This is 
all for the sake of Christ, Who in His great 
high-priestly prayer the night before He 
was betrayed, asked that “they shall be one 
. .. that men may believe that Thou hast 
sent me.”

“class,” there is a very real temptation to 
look upon Confirmation as a service 
which is an end in itself. Its individual im- 
plication is apt to be that of a good work 
which wins merit in the eyes of God. Con- 
firmation is not a rite of the Church which 
is complete in itself, nor is it just a safe 
practice in which we indulge so that we 
might be kept on favorable terms with 
God. Confirmation is not a “good work” 
in return for which a blessing is given and 
we become safe and sound members of an 
organization. Confirmation is the process 
by which (and I am not attempting to de- 
fine Confirmation ) the children and adults 
who are confirmed are made aware of their 
personal relationship to God through Jesus 
Christ. No relationship can sustain itself 
without communication and this com- 
munication is prayer. This very relation- 
ship changes our prayers, makes them more 
frequent, more personal, and more urgent. 
It also makes us aware of our dependence 
upon God and upon others within the fel- 
lowship for we are “members one of 
another.” 

The Confirmation Service then, reflects 
this new relationship within God’s family 
and becomes the commencement of a new 
quality of life within the family.
